Rs. 12 -94 
lakhs , is almost the same as in the previous year. Tho out 
standing Debt of the Port, at the close of the year was 
Rs. 817: 13 lakhs, of which , a sum of Rs. 240.81 lakhs was 
due to the Central Government and the balance to the Gov 
crnment of Kerala State.
